259 to 4 00 po unds 
no zzle pressure. The treatment sho uld be repeated 
at abo ut thirty -day interv als, as alt grubs do no t 
reach the back ei the same time. 


By killing Hie grab while in the back^ heel fly 
attacks can be eliminated in the spring with sub­ 
sequent reductio n in grub infestatio n the fo llo w­ 
ing y ear. It has been demo nstrated that grub 
infestatio n can be largely eliminated thro ugh the 
area-wiv ie treatment o f cattle in a giv en area.

Dispute Ov er Alaska May 


Deny Hawaii Statehood In ’5 4

WASHINGTON—Only an angry rum ble couM 
be heard through the heavy mahogany doors, 
but senate interior committee members pounded 
the table and roared at each other last week 
in a free-for-all over Hawaiian-Alaskan state­ 
hood. 
It is strictly against senate rules for one sena­ 
tor to question another’s motives. Yet, at one 
point, Chairman Hugh Butler of Nebraska angrily 
accused those who had thw arted him on Hawaii 
of “some ulterior purpose.” 
M eek-m annered 
Senator Frank Barrett, Wyoming Republican, 
also turned red in the face and shouted: “I may 
be against the whole works before we get through 
with it—Alaska, Hawaii, and the whole damned 
mess!” 
W hat set off the firew^orks was a neat parlia­ 
m entary move by Senator Clint Anderson, New 
Mexico Democrat, which tied Hawaiian and 
Alaskan statehood together. This upset GOP 
strategy to push through statehood for Hawaii 
but not Alaska, with its two probable Demo­ 
cratic senators. 
Republican leaders thought they had 
all 
the needed votes ready, but w'ere flabbergasted 
#whe!i Idaho’s conservative GOP Senator Henry 
Dworshak jum ped the traces and voted with the 
Democrats to keep Hawaii and Alaska together 
in one bill. 
The resulting 
blow-up rocked 
the 
secret 
hearing, but this column can report what hap­ 
pened. 
Chairm an Flushes 
Chairm an Butler, flushed with anger, rasped: 
‘‘I want to say for the record that I am keenly 
disappointed at this action 
. . . . I think it is 
irregular and is done for some ulteiior purpose. 
I am frank in that. I think you are doing an un- 
fi iendly act to the Territory of Hawaii.” 
Senator Long of Louisians, a Democrat w'ho 
had earlier switched to the Republicans, was 
also irritated by the surprise vote. 
‘T will be very frank,” he said, “that as far 
as I am concerned, I anticipate there may be 
a filibuster on this bill, and if there is 
a fili­ 
buster . . . 
*T object to such rem arks,” blurted Senator 
Dworshak heatedly. “I do not w ant motives 
impugned by any m em ber of this committee.” 
“I did not impugn your motives,” snapped the 
Louisiana senator. 
“I do not regret w hat I said,” shouted Dworshak 
pounding the table with his fist. “I have heard 
for several years around here that e^'erybody is 
in favor of statehood. I think that every m em ber 
of the senate ought to have an opporiunity on 
the floor to come out for or against statehood . . . 
ahd not just continue to talk from now until 
doomsday about being for statehood for this 
territory and statehood for th at territory w ith­ 
out being courageous enough 
to go on 
the 
record.” 
Friends in Rotary 
‘T am fearful,” broke in Senator Buy 
Cordon, 
Oregon Republican, “that this motion will pre­ 
judice Alaskan statehood. I shall vote for it 
because, since we now find ourselves more 
or 
less tied in knots w ith personality questions 
and 
motives involved, I think it is better th at we 
take the m atter to the floor of the senate.” 
“Mr. Chairm an, I think it is unfortunate 
that 
there has been any rem arks impugning any­ 
body’s motives,” m uttered Senator Malone. There 
was .so much ranting and raving going on, how­ 
ever, that Malone’s m umbled rem arks couldn’t 
be clearly heard, and at one point Butler shout­ 
ed: “louder, please, George!” 
The most withering blast, however, was aimed 
at Senator Anderson by the ruffled Republican 
senator from Wyoming. Anderson, a Democrat, 
is a form er international president of Rotary and 
was given credit for changing the Republican 
vote of Senator Dworshak, an international direc­ 
tor of Rotary. 
“I think this committee is not proceeding as 
it agreed to proceed when we went to Alaska,” 
thundered the usually mild Senator B arrett 
of the rugged state of Wyoming. “I would not 
have taken the tim e to go up to Alaska if I knew 
you w ere going to by-pnss the whole works. 
To take the judgem ent of Senator Anderson and 
put him up as over and above this v/hole com­ 
m ittee does not look good to me; I will tell you 
that, and I do not like it. 
I don’t think it is 
playing fair, and I do not think that he is doing 
w hat he said he would do in Alaska on this 
m atter. I may be against the whole works before 
we get through w ith it—Alaska, Hawaii, and 
the whole damned mess!” 
“Just a moment, please,” shouted Butler, rap­ 
ping his gavel. 
Butler Was Box ed 
One reason that Chairm an Butler was so up­ 
set over combining Hawaiian and Alaskan state­ 
hood was that earlier in the hearing, he had com- 
m iited him self to vote for Alaska. He had felt 
this was perfectly safe at the time, not then 
Knovv’ing that Dworshak was ready to switch his 
vote. Before the Dworshak vote-switch, Butler 
had announced: 
“Gentlemen, I have a short statem ent to make 
at this time. Due to the fact that I haven’t my 
new glasses \^et I will ask Stew art French (com­ 
m ittee clerk) to read it to me.” 
The clerk then proceeded to read a statem ent 
from Butler; “I have decided to vote to report 
the (Alaskan) bill out of committee. By that 
\ote, I do not necessarily commit myself as to 
how I shall vote on the senate floor on the 
question of final passage 
. . . . but there is no 
question about the fact that Alaska is entitled 
to statehood at the earliest possible date at 
which they can make a go of it.” 
This m eant that Butler would bring Alaskan 
.statehood out as a separate bill, so it couM be 
defeated by a separate senate vote. He did not 
expect the two territories later to be linked 
together. 
Realizing that the Republicans were determ in­ 
ed to kill Alaska and its two probable Demo­ 
cratic Senators, W ashington’s Democratic Senator 
Henry “Scoop” Jackson 
asked 
whether the 
White House would veto Alaskan statehood. 
“As far as the chair is concerned,” replied 
Butler, “He has no assurance whatsoever of w hat 
the action of the White House will be on either 
bill.” 
The President ha.s announced he is in favor 
of statehood for Hawaii,” Jackson reminded 
him. 
“But -vhat he does to a bill that passes the

Oiroiiic Postnatal Drip 


Is Not Reliev e« ! Harmful 


By Edwin P. Jordan. M. D. 
In winter, particularly, large num bers of people 
complain of excessive mucus in the nose with 
dripping back in the throat, causing coughing 
and spitting. Some people call this condition 
catarrh: it was form erly known as defluxation or 
rheum . Today doctors usually speak of it as 
“postnasal drip” or rhinitis, but these names are 
not much better thap the old ones. 
No m atter how named, tl.is certainly is a dis­ 
agreeable condition. The irritatiing effects of 
this mucus result in constant nose blowing, 
sneezing, clearing of the throat, and bringing 
up of small quantities of mucus with a cough. 
A pparently, many different conditions are at 
least partly to blame. Excessive dampness is un­ 
doubtedly a factor in many cases. Other things 
which have been blamed are smoking, central 
heating, dust, irritating fuu.es, germs, rapid 
changes in external tem peratures of the air, for­ 
eign bodies, emotional disturbances, and abnor­ 
malities in the structure of the nose or sinuses. 
Central heating, which causes extrem ely dry 
rooms, combined with excessive m oisture in 
the air outside, must be an irritating factor to 
m any people. The dryness of centrally heated 
houses or rooms causes increased evaporation 
of moisture from the nasal passages which thick­ 
ens the mucus and makes the normal process of 
its removal less satisfactory. 
Mlucim Is Not Harmful 
Some ask W'hether sw'allowing the nasal se­ 
cretions will harm the stomach. So far as is 
known of the nature of the mucus and the ability 
of the stomach to handle it, most people do not 
suffer. The danger to the lower part of the 
breathing aparatus is ordinarily slight unless 
mucus causes such constant coughing as to over­ 
train the breathing tubes or bronchi, and the 
lungs. 
A chronic postnasal drip of mucus is ordinarily 
harmless, although annoying. It is the result 
of one or more irritations w'hich can be overcome 
only by removing the cause or causes, which if 
often impossible without a complete change of 
residence. A postnasal drip alone is hai’dly 
enough to make that necessary.
